There is a 
sadden filling of the room with a pun- 
gent, offensive odor before tbe man, 
with a startled cry, can snatch the now 
half scorched substance from the stove. 
Bat there is a marked change on the 
man's face as be examines the burned 
spots. He feels the substance with a 
new and uittuse interest. Is he neai the 
end cf ytars of labor, suffering and dis- 
appointment? Thanks to the cold ont- 
Eido, it will not take long to decide. 
Ibe burned substance is hong outside 
tbo door. In an hour tbe cold has not 
affected it. la two hours it still retains 
tbe properties most desired. In the 
morning no change has taken place. A 
groat discovery is complete. Charles 
Goodyear has found tbe process of mak 
ing vulcanized rubber. 


Here, then, was Goodyear, after years 


of varying hopes and unvarying ill for- 
tune, in possession of a secret that was 
destined to place big name in the high- 
est niche of fame. Bnt this knowledge 
did not bring him immediate fortune— 
in fact, this be never secured. He had 


, lost tbe confidence of all who bad nelp- 


- ed him, and for two years his sufferings 


surpassed even those of the years of ex- 


-i-perimenting. At this time be moved to 


New York, and it was said of him, "If 
yon meet a man who baa on an india 


. robber coat, cap, stock, vest and shoes,

with an india rubber purse, without a 
cent in it, that is Goodyear." He bad 
to pawn all bis furniture for food, and

Goodyear's process very soon wade the 
manufacture of rubber goods one of tbe

although others made immense fortunes 
out of vulcanized rubber the inventor 


x got little share of it. He went to Eng- 


land and France exhibiting his products, 
He was awarded tbe great council 
medal at the exhibition of all nations 
•t London in 1851, the grand medal of 
bpaor to tbe world's exhibition at Paris 
in 1886, and wai presented witb tbe 
eroM of the Legion of Honor by Napo- 
<!•«• III. Y«t with all them honors ho 
died a comparatively poor man at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel in Now York July

and convoy troops across the Florida 
straits. If necessary, nu'iinuhile simply 
keeping; a watch on the Spanish squad- 
ron to see that it does not do mischief 
either to the American fleet or, by escap- 
ing; into the Atlantic, attack seaboard 
Cities. 


The department professes to feel no 


apprehension that Admiral Dewey or 
!his men are endansrered by their occu- 
'pation of Manila harbor on the present 
basis, hut this cannot b«> said of the un- 
fortunate inhabitants of Manila, if the 
present situation is protracted unduly. 
It is no small matter to organize and 
transport an expedition of 12,000 or 13.000 
soldiers 6000 miles across the sea at short 
notice, and the indications are that 
Ifithin a week some of th« rjrldiers at 
least will be on their way from San 
Francisco. 


Reports from Key West show that the 


condition of the Wlnslow is worse than 
Iwas supposed, and it will be probably 
necessary to have her come to Norfolk 
for r?pairs. One shot smashed her low 
pressure starboard cylinder, and an- 
other traversed one of her boilers. It 
would be possible to fvt along under one 
boiler and reduce the starboard engine 
from a quadruple to a triple expansion, 
but the efficiency of the boat woul«ibe 
very much lowered thereby. Following 
a few days later the news of the terrific 
assault on the Winslow and her disable- 
ment came through the mails an official 
report from Commander McCalla of an 
.engaKement the little boat was in a day 
or two before she came to grief. It re- 
flects great credit upon the officers and 
men of the craft, and was promptly 
made public by the navy department. 
It reads as follows: 


'"The Machius, 'Wilmington, Hudson 


and Winslow proceeded in as far as the 
obstructions would allow. The Machias 
took up position about 2100 yards north- 
east of Diana cay. The Wilmington, 
with the Hudson and Winslow, proceeded 
to enter the 
Inner harbor 
between 


Romero and Blanco coys, where I felt 
quite certain there were no mines, the 
depth of water by the chart being one 
and three-quarters fathoms.

Mr, 
Willard accomplished the work In an 
excellent manner, destroying the station 
and all government property, which had 
been abandoned in a very hurried man- 
ner, and as a signal of his sueeess hoist- 
ed the American Hag on the signal sta- 
tion and brought on board the Spanish 
flag, together with the signal apparatus."

There are Indications that the war de- 


partment has been brought to see the 
wisdom of the auKKi'stlmis thrown out 
by General Mcrritt that his expedition 
should consist of nut less than ir.,000 men, 
and that at least a third of them should 
be seasoned troops from the regular 
army capable of mei'tinp; on even terms 
the veteran Spanish soldiers wiio parrl- 
son Manila.. To endeavor to overcome 
the Spanish force with less than half 
their number of troops would seem to be 
a senseless pmceedinfi; In view of the 
.fact that there is no necessity for such 
a course. General Merrltt took occasion 
to deny very emphatically the accuracy 
of interviews which placed him In the 
position of refusing to obey an order to 
proceed to the Philippines because his 
force was insufficient. The officials at 
the department, upon seeing these pub- 
lications, did not hesitate to express at 
once their belief that General Merrltt 
was too pood a soldier to refuse to obey 
:> lawful order, though they admitted 
that he might have suggested the pro- 
priety of an Increase In the number and 
H betterment in the quality of th* soldiers 
to be assigned to his command. 


The statement cabled from London 


that Japan Intends to protest vigorously 
against the seizure of the Philippines 
by the United Slates and, with that ob- 
jvct In view. Is taking steps to secure the 
co-operation of certain European pow- 
ers, is n.ot credited by the Japanese min- 
ister. He has received no intimation, 
otllclal or unofficial, of such a purpose 
on the part of his government, and he is 
confident that the report 
is without 


foundation. In his opinion the statement 
curries with it its 
own contradiction, 


since it is self-evident that the present 
position of affairs In the Philippines of- 
fers neither occasion nor reason for a 
protest by Japan. 


Nothing was said at the cabinet meet- 


ing yesterday as to the reported purpose 
of the president to receive a call for ad- 
ditional volunteers, nor was the sub- 
ject of sending more troops to the Philip- 
pines than tha 15,000 already decided 
upon mentioned by the presidont. The 
government Is now in constant com- 
munication with Admiral Dewey, and his 
judgment as to the number of troops 
necessary to accomplish the subjugation 
of the islands will be followed. So far su> 
can be learned no Important Informatlen 
has been received as to the movements 
of the Spanish fleet, nor can it be learned 
whether a conflict between the fleets Is 
likely to take place within the next day 
or two. 


It is believed that the most natural 


move for the Spanish admiral to make 
would be to run for the harbor of San 
Juan as quickly as possible. 
He knew 


that Admiral Sampson had withdrawn 
his fleet from that harbor. He might 
have gone to Cienfuegos, but he had no 
assurance that'he would not find Ad- 
miral Sampson waiting for him off that 
harbor, and even If he succeeded 
in 


reaching that port before Admiral Sampr 
son, he would not have the support of 
Such «trong batteries as those of San 
Juan are still supposed to be. notwith- 
standing Admiral Sampson's bombard- 
ment.
